'S this following Treatiſe was 


chiefly defigned for the Uſe of 
Midwives, and fuch Practi- 


tioners in England, as are unac- 
quainted with any other Language 
than their um; I have taken care to 
write in a plain, eaſy Stile, ſuch as 
J apprehend will render it of more 
Uſe and Benefit to them than moſt 
Books I have met with upon the [ame 
Subject. But my chief Care and Con- 
cern has been, throughout the N Hole,

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to lay down in the plaineſt, and. at 
the ſame time the moſt conciſe Terms, 
a Method of Prafice, which, for many 
Years paſt, I can ſafely aver, upon 
my Conſcience, has proved ſucceſsful, 
and in many Caſes far beyond my own 
Expeftation : And ſhould I meet with 
the Approbation of the Candid and 
Learned in the Faculty of Phyſic, 


and of other Gentlemen of Experience

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Truth too well known, that Mothers 
and their Children are daily, af not 
hourly, defiroyed | ſuch is the Pra- 
fice of Midwifry in our Days] by 
ignorant Wretches, in almoſt every 
State of Life, a Pack of young Boys, 
and old ſuperannuated Waſher-wo- 
men, who are fo impudent and ſo in- 
| buman as to take upon them to pra- 
fiſe, even in the moſt difficult Caſes, 
which can poſſibly occur. 

How much, then, is it to be la- 
mented, that no Care has yet been 
taken by any Law, to prevent theſe 
cruel and moſs fatal Proceedings! 
Laws have been enacted for the Pre- 
ſervation of the Brute Species ; and 
ſhall the Human Species be neglected ? 
Surely an Affair of ſuch vaſt Weight 
and Importance, that 1s now even a na- 

tional 
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tional Grievance, in which the Safety 


of Millions yet unborn will be con- 
cerned, muſt, one Day or other, become 


the Subject of a Parliamentary In- 


quiry : It may likewiſe happen, that 
the Wives and Children of the firff 
Peers of the Realm, by chance, may 
fall, as well as others, into the Hands 
of the Unſkilful. 

And here TI beg leave to N 
that in the three Profeſſions of Phy- 


fic, Surgery, and Pharmacy, a Power 


of the ſame nature is already granted 
zo proper Perſons by the Legiſlature, 
to examine all ſuch as are to be ad- 
mitted to practiſe, and take care of 
the Lives of his Majeſty's Subjects: 
And from the great Care which has 
been taken in theſe Examinations, 
Mumbers of Lives have undoubt- 


edly 
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edly been ſaved: And the Lives of 
Thouſands of Momen and Children 
will as undoubtedly be preſerved; if 
a Power was granted by Law to the 
Royal College of Phyſicians, to ap- 
point annually one or more” of their 
Members, eminent in the Profeſſion of 
Midwifry, to examine and licenſe all 
Perſons, Men as well as Women, 
who for the future ſhall practiſe with- 
in the preſent TFuriſdiction of the 
College, which extends over all Prac- 
titioners in, and within ſeven Miles 
of, London. And although it is well 
known, that the Preſident and Cen- 
ſors of the College of Phyſicians have, 
in many Inſtances, given Proof of 
their Integrity and Difintere/teaneſs, 
by rejecting and denying uch the 
Liberty of Practice, whom they have

found ignorant and unqualified; not- 


withſtanding a large Sum would have 
been added to their public Fund, had 


' they granted their Permiſſion ; yet I 


humbly conceive (as no Harm can ac- 
erue from it] it would be right, that 
every Examiner, thus appointed, ſhould 
tale the Sacrament at his firſt En- 
trance on bis Office, and be ſworn to 


grant no Licence out of Favour or 


Aﬀe&tion, but to ſuch only as He ſhall 


find duly qualified. 


It is indeed almoſt impoſſible 10 
provide in this ſalutary manner for 
all Parts of the Kingdom ; but it may 


eaſily be done throughout a very great 


Part of it, by granting the ſame 
Power to the College of appointing 
Examiners in every City, and every

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Miles, or more, around it: And this, 
as I have ſaid, may eafily be done; 
there being ſcarce any City, or very.

By this Method, and by obliging 
all thoſe who ſhall begin to practiſe 
Midwifry (after a certain Number 
of Years, preſcribed by Parliament) 
zo ſerve an Apprenticeſhip, I am fully 
ſatisfied, that not only innumerable 
Lives, in Proceſs of Time, will be 
ſaved; but many of the moſt aimiable 
Part of the Creation . will be re- {i 
lieved from ſuffering moſ} grievous 1x 
Pains, and life- laſting Infirmities, 4 
which are worſe to be borne by ſome, 


than the P angs of Death itſelf.

And 
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And now I ſhall detain my Reader 
no longer, than to give this ſhort Caue 
tion to Midwives in general, that they 
never preſume to make uſe of Inſtru- 
ments: It is ſufficient for them to 
know when they become neceſſany; and 
by obſerving this Rule, they will. hee 
their Conſciences void of Offence, and 
at the fame time preſerve their Re- 
Putation. 

And it it much to be wiſhed, that

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Be very careful to conceal the Na- 
ture of this Misfortune from the Wo- 
man, nor even give her the leaſt 
Suſpicion of it, leſt ſhe ſhould fink 
under the terrifying Apprehenſions of 
fo much Danger and Violence. 
Thus you ſee here is no Time to be 
loſt, leſt the Woman's fruitleſs Pains 
as they muſt in this Cafe always be) 
d waſte her Spirits, and ad 
her Strength, and expoſe her to ſick 
and fainty Fits, Convulſions, Flood: 
ings, and other dangerous Accidents 
and Symptoms, before a Man can 
be had to help her. And if, by your 
Neglect, you ſuffer theſe bad Symp: 
toms to come on to any conſiderable 
Degree, in this or any other danger- 
ous Caſe, you will be highly blame 
able, and will juſtly deſerve to be 
cenſured as acceſſary to the Woman

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vou will excuſe this free, ſevere, 
and harſh Expreſſion, when you con- 
ſider, that it tends no leſs to the Se- 
curity and Eftabliſhment of your 
own Reputation, than to the Sa 
and Preſervation of the Womens 
Lives, for whom you may happen 
to be concern'd in ſuch Emergen- 
cies.

This Method therefore of draw- 
ing it in a ſtrait Line, you may 
plainly perceive, is improper,

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ly give Riſe toa Train of Misfortunes; 
and it actually has often been pro- 
ductive of many great Miſchiefs, ſuch 
as great and dangerous Floodings, 
by tearing away Part of the Womb- .

behind, rending the large Blood-vel- 
ſels with Violence aſunder, and even 
tearing away Portions or Fragments 
of the Womb itſelf. 

This raſh and improper Method, 
you may allo eaſily conceive, may 
produce great Pains, Inflammations, 
hard and painful Swellings, Impo- 
ſtumes of the Womb, ſick and fainty 
Fits, Convulſions, and many other 
bad Events, and leave the unfortu- 
nate Woman languiſhing under many 
grievous and perilous Circumſtances, 
which frequently terminate in Death.

INTRODUCTION. 


HAT has been hitherto 
declared, has been prin» 
cipally relating to eaſy, natural, 
and fingle Births. 

I have only touched in my Way 
upon an unlucky Formation: of

tioned a Flooding, chiefly ſo far 
as it concerns the Delivery of the 
Aſter- burden. 

Now I ſhall proceed to offer 
you ſome Inſtructions in Caſs 
that are more difficult, and direct 
you how to conduct yourſelf fo 
as to preſerve the Lives of the 
Women and Children entruſted 
in your Hands; and to give them 
and their Friends all the reaſon - 
able Satisfaction that can be de- 


fired, on your Part, upon all Oe- 


caſions; and alſo at the ſame time 
to preſerve your own Credit, and 
eſtabliſh a and laſting Re- 
putation, upon the ſolid Foun- 
dation of good judgment and In- 


In 
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In order to fulfil my Promiſe 
to you, I ſhall now in this Second 
Section confider and repreſent to 
you ſome difficult Labours that 
are not attended with much Dan- 
ger, if a Perſon of moderate Skill 
be applied to, and gives her At- 
tendance in a ſeaſonable Time: 
And afterwards I ſhall, in the 
Third Section, proceed to the 
Conſideration of Cafes of a more 
dangerous Nature ; and likewiſe 
direct you how to manage with 
Diſcretion, and with the greateſt 
Probability of Succefs, under God, 
when you are involv'd in thoſe 
very great Difficulties ; ſo that 
you may be not too much per- 
plex'd or confuſed when you are 


engaged in Cafes of ſuch vaſt 


Emergence. 
Thus 
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Thus you will find, that this 
Second Section will conſiſt of di- 
vers Chapters, containing a Va- 
riety of difficult Caſes that fre- 
quently occur in the Practice of 
Midwifry: And herein will be 
ſet forth the proper and only rea- 
ſonable Methods of proceeding, 
in order to conduct the Women 
with Safety, who labour under 
thoſe different Circumſtances; 
which although they are not at- 
tended with very imminent and 
immediate Danger to either the 
pregnant Women, or their Infants; 
yet they are much more difficult 
and laborious than the natural 
and eaſy Labour, which has been 
the Subject of the foregoing Sec- 
tion ; and they will generally 


create much more Labour and 
Pain 
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Pain to the Woman in her Tra- 
vail, and more Trouble and Fa- 
tigue to the Midwife, in the Ad- 
miniſtration of her Aſſiſtance:

ſtrong Snuff, or a little Hellebore,

to ſneeze. You may burn To- 
bacco, Feathers, Raps, or the like, 
under her Noſe; for theſe fimple 
Things will make her ſtrive, and 
ſometimes provoke the Womb to 
powerful Contractions; infomuch 
as to effect not only the neceſſary 
Diſcharge of the Waters, but alſo 
the Expulſion of the Child. 

If ſhe ſhould be fainty, you 
may give her two or three Spoon- 
fuls of Hyſteric Water, or ſtrong 


Cinnamon Water, with a Spoon- 


ful of Syrup of Clove-gillyflowers 
in it; or any good comfortable 
Cordial, and ſome nouriſhing 
Broths, Jellies, or Caudles ; and

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ſhe may take ſome Wine with 
Yolks of Eggs, Spices, and Sugar 
in it.

W HEN a Woman is either 
very weak by the natural 
Habit or Conſtitution of her Bo- 
dy; or is render'd ſo by a long, 
or painful, difficult, and fatiguing 
Labour; it will be proper for you 
to adviſe her to a nouriſhing and 
ſtrengthening Diet, conſiſting not 
of ſolid Food, but of that which 


Is commonly called Spoon- meat; 


ſuch as Broths of Chicken, Mut- 
ton, or the like, with good Pot- 
herbs in it, and Marigold- flowers,

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Sec. Hartſhorn Jelly, and Sage 
with Spices, particularly the beſt 


Cinnamon, boil'd in it; mulled

ggs, &c. But give her no relax 


108 Broths, or Gruels, ſuch as Veal. 


broth, Oatmeal, or Bazley-gruelz 
or the like, for theſe would weaken 
her. Of the before-mentioned let 
her ſup not much at a time, but 
little, and often. She may eat an 
Egg poach'd, and drink with it 
a little Claret or good Port Wine, 
red, or white; or a Glaſs of Mi 
deira, or good dry Malaga, is an 
excellent Cordial; and a little & 
ville Orange, or right Liſbon Le:

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the Difficulty ariſes from the 
Largeneſs of the Child, or of any 
particular Part of it; not only as 
it facilitates the Birth, by gaining 
Room for the Child, and giving 
much Eaſe to the Mother; but 
becauſe it may alſo prevent the 
ſtraining and bruiſing of the Blad- 
der, and conſequently an incon- 
tinence of Urine, as mentioned 
before: For, where the Bladder is 
greatly diſtended, by being full 
of Urine, it will always be liable 
to great Strains and Bruiſes, from 
the Largeneſs of a Child, or from 
the Hand or Inſtruments that muſt 
neceſſarily be uſed in ſome difficult 
Labours, and turning Caſes; and, in 
theſe Circumſtances, the guiding

If, by the Uſe of theſe means, 
you find the Head coming, guard 
the Seam (which lies in the 
Space between the back and outer 
Part of the Paſſage and the Fun- 
dament), by preſſing againſt it 
with your Hand or Fingers, to 
prevent its being rent; of which 
great Danger: For 
you may be ſure the Child's Head 
is pretty large in this Caſe, other- 
wiſe it would not ftick in the 
Baſon.

; Being alſo ſatisfied, by the Po- 
ſition of the Toes, Knees, &c. 
that the Child lies with its Belly 
right to its Mother's Back, you 
are to bring it directly into the 
World; and, as ſoon as you have 
delivered the Child, take care of 
| G the 
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the After burden, as already di 
reed. 

In this Birth you may bring 
down the Hands and Arms by the 
Sides of the Child's Body, if youll 
can eaſily accompliſh it: But ii 
vou cannot readily get at them 
it is of no very material Conse 
quence, and it need not give jo 
much Concern ; for they ca 
eaſily come down by the Sides 0 
the Temples, which are flat, pl 
able, and ſomewhat hollow, and 
narrower than the other Part of 
the Head; ſo that there can be 
no Lack of Room for the Arms 

to come down, lying cloſe upon 
them ; and the Dimenſion of 1 
well-forra'd Baſon will let them 
paſs in that Poſition rather eaſter 
than the Shoulders with the Arms 
down. Either 
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Either of theſe Methods of 


bringing down the Arms, or leav- 
ing them up, may be practiſed in- 
differently, in all Caſes where the 
Feet and lower Parts are firſt pre- 
ſented; and in all turning Caſes; 
as in thoſe the inferior Parts muſt 
always be firſt delivered: Vet it 
may be beſt to bring down the 
Arms, if you can compaſs it with- - 
out much Violence, leſt a Diſtor- 
tion ſhould happen; which Acci- 
dent I have known befal ſeveral 
Children, one of them being my 
own younger Brother. 
It you meet with any Difficul- 
ty in extracting the Head, ſup- 
port the Child's Body with one 
Hand under its Breaſt and Belly, 
while you apply your other to its 
Neck, with the Tip of a Finger or

the Neck gently, ſhifting it from 
Side to Side, and turning it round 
a little way, and back. again;

CHAT. XIX.

A Child that dies in the Womb, 
is to be delivered in the ſame 
Manner as if it was alive; and 
the ſame Rules ,are to be obſerv- 
ed, and the ſame Methods prac- - 
tiſed, in order to promote the De- 
livery, according to the different 
Poſture in which it preſents: And 
the Difficulty attending the Birth | 
is not much greater, if any, than 
that which uſually occurs in the 
Delivery of a living Child in the 


I 2 ſame 
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ſame Poſture; only the Woman 
is more liable to ſick Fits, and 
ſhould be ſupported with a com- 
forting Cordial; ſuch as you will 
find preſcribed in the Catalogue of 
Medicines, at the End of.this Book ; 
ſome mull'd- Wine, or the like. 

It is obſerv'd, that a living 
Child does not promote 1ts own 
Birth by any Effort, or voluntary 


Motion that it makes, much more 


than a dead one; and doubtleſs 
this Obſervation is right, altho' it 
may be allowed, that the ſpring- 


ing Motions of a living Child may, 


in ſome meaſure, irritate the Womb 
and its neighbouring Parts to Con- 
tractions: But theſe Irritations are 
but ſlight, and commonly much 
{tighter in the Hour of Labour 
than ſor ſome Time before, by 
; N reaſon 
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reaſon of the Woman's Pains at 
this 'Time contracting the Womb 
ſo cloſely about the Child, and 
with ſo much Force as in a great 
meaſure to ſuppreſs its uſua] Mo- 
tions. But the chict Reaſon why 
a dead Child is more ſlow in De- 
livery than a living one, is becauſe 
the dead Child, as well as the Bag 
and Waters in which it floats and 
is contained, thrinks and grows 
leſs, both in Bulk and Weight, 
whilſt the living one is conſtantly 
increaſing in both; and conſe- 
quently the Irritation upon the 
Neck and Mouth of the Womb 
cannot be ſo great from the dead 
Child as from the living one, for 
want of the ſame Bulk and Weight 
bearing down upon theſe Parts, 


and ſtretching them open, 


202911 11 13 Indeed 
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Indeed a Child that has been 
long dead, will ſometimes ſwell 
and increaſe in Bulk, and alſo pu- 
trify, from whence many trouble- 
ſome and dangerous Symptoms 
will ariſe; but then this Circum- 
ſtance does not happen without 
much exhauſting the Woman's 
Strength, and bringing bad Symp» 
toms on her, like a Torrent. 

Neither does the Weight of a 
dead Child, when it putrifies and 
ſwells, increaſe in proportion to its 
Bulk. 

One Advantage you have in 
the Delivery of a dead Child, 
which is, if the Head happens to 
be too * to enter the Baſon, 
you may freely open the Mculd, 
and evacuate the Brain, in order 
to reduce the Head to the Di- 

2 menſions 
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menſions that are requiſite to 
make it paſs the Baſon. But this 
Operation ſhould be performed by 
a Man Midwife, to whom you 
ſhould always recommend it, and 
all other doubtful and dangerous 
Operations. | 


In order to diſtinguiſh a dead 


Child from a living one, ſearch for 


the Navel-ſtring ; and if there be 
no Pulſe in it, you may depend 
upon the Infant's being dead ; but 
if there be a Pulſe in the Navel- 
ſtring, you may be ſure that the 
Child 1s alive. 

When the Child is dead, the 
Woman has fick Fits, and looks 
pale and wan, and feels cold in 
her Belly, and has a dead lumpiſn 
Weight there; and if the Child 
has been long dead, her Breaſts

the Waters are gone off, a black 


and ſtinking Excrement ( called 
Meconium) is diſcharged through

If you cannot reach the Navel- 


| ſtring, you may feel for the Pulk 
in the Child's Wriſt, Temple, or

Whenever by the Signs above- 


mentioned you are well certified 


of the Child's being poſitively dead, 
and any Dithculty ariſes, ſo as 


greatly to obſtruct its Birth; you

121 
turely conſider the Nature of the 
Obſtacle or Hindrance ; and alſo 
the Poſture in which the Child 
preſents; and then proceed to your 
Office accordingly, taking the fol- 
lowing Rules for your Guide ;

If the Child In right, _ 
you find its too large to 
enter the Baſon, you could e com- 
mit it to the Care of a Man Mid- 
wife, that he may leſſen the Head 
by opening the Mould, and taking 
out the Brain; and thus — 
it to the neceſſary Dimenſions, to 
make it paſs the Baſon. 

If by Feet preſent, and the

an other kind of Birth. 

If it be a Croſs-birth, the Back, 
Belly, Side, or Arm, &c. preſent- 
ing; ſearch for the Feet, and de 
liver, as is in other Chapters di-

If the Breech preſents, and the 
Child be ſmall, in proportion to 
the Baſon, and the neceſſary 


Pains are wanting, and cannot 
be 
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be promoted by gentle Methods, a 
mild Vomit may be given; or 
you may draw the Child away as 
it lies, with the blunt Hooks, or 
your Fingers in its Groin, as has 
been before mentioned. 

If the Head preſents right, is 
of a moderate Size, and ſhould 
be enter d the Baſon; or you are, 
by your Search, well aſſured of

It is unneceſſary, and it would 
indeed be quite uſeleſs, in this Sec- 
tion to make a Repetition of every 
Step that is neceſſary to be taken 
in Croſs- births, and other 
Situations and Difficulties, in or- 
der to turn a Child, or reduce it 
to a right Poſture, when its Poſi- 
tion is wrong; becauſe the Me- 
thods proper and requiſite to be 
practiſed upon thoſe Occafions, 
are already deſcribed and ſet forth 
at large in the foregoing Chapters: 
Therefore I ſhall not trouble you 
with ſuch an uſeleſs Repetition, 
which would only increaſe your 
Trouble in Reading, and heap the

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greater Load upon your Memory, 
and even confuſe your Ideas, ra- 
ther than aſſiſt them ; but ſhall 
only barely mention each Caſe in 
its reſpective and proper Chapter, 
with what is requiſite for you to

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exceſſively large, even ſo as to be 
immoveable, or the Baſon exceed. 
ing narrow, I can ſee no Harm in 
turning the Child to bring it foot- 
ling, if it can be done without 
oftering great Violence to the 
Woman; as it commonly may, 
( barring bad Symptoms, great 
Negligence, and long Delays) by 
reaſonable Patience, and prudent 
Management ; tho' I am not at 
all inſenfible of the common Ob- 
jection of leaving the Head be- 
hind; which muſt greatly aug 
ment the Difficulty. This Tak 
low: But yet, it is well known, 
that a Head too large to paſs the 
Baſon, by the Force of the Wo. 
man's Pains, in its natural Poft- 


tion, may often be made to pai n 
it 
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it, by virtue of turning the Child, 
and delivering the Feet firſt, by 
the prudent Management and 
Dexterity of the ſkilful Practi- 
tioner : Beſides, the Head of an 
Infant is very tender, and, as it 
were, malleable or ductile, yield- 
ing, and capable of being moulded 
into many Shapes ; and the Bones 
themſelves are flexible, and will 
admit of being bent a great deal, 
without receiving any Injury ; 
and even the Brain will admit of 
a ſtrong Compreſſion, or Bruiſe, 
and yet its young and vigorous 
Fibres will recover their Spring, 
and outgrow the Injury; to which 
the Surgeon's Art may contribute 
much, occaſionally. I could fay 
more upon this Subject, but have 
not Room for it in this Place.

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At laſt, if the Head and Body 
muſt part, the Child can but die 
for it, after having fair Play, and 
a good Chance for its Life. 

Nor can | conceive any invin- 
cible Difficulty in bringing away 
the Head, if it ſhould happen to 
be leſt behind; nor any great 
Danger to the Woman, from the 
Operation, if ſhe be deliver'd in 
a proper Time, by a ſkilful and 
dextrous Man.

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Water with your Arm in the Paſ- 
ſage, as it will be uſeful to you 
on the Occaſions before- mention d. 

When you have deliver'd the 
Children, fetch away the After- 
burdens : The Navel-ſtrings will 
guide you to the Womb-cakes ; 
which carefully ſeparate with 
your Fingers: But you will gener- 
ally find them both united toge- 
ther at their Edges; ſo that you 
will have but one Trouble with 
them, „ 3 
Be very expeditious in perform- 
ing your Office; for the Flooding 
cannot ceaſe till you have com- 
pleted the Delivery, both of the 
Children and After-burdens. 

Be careful in fetching away all 
Clods of Blood, &c. Leave not fo 
much as a Fragment of the Mem- 

branes 
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branes or Bags behind, in this, nor 
in any other Delivery. 

Keep the Woman very quiet 
and temperate, and recommend 
her to the Care of a Phyſician, if 
ſhe has loſt much Blood. 

In this Place I ſhall take an 
Opportunity of mentioning two 

particular Cafes, which have 
undoubtedly happened; as is plain 
from the ſudden Deaths of ſome 
Women in Labour; and others, 
immediately after their Delivery; 
tho', I thank God, neither of theſe 
Accidents ever occurr'd to me, 
during my Practice, 

The firſt of theſe is, where Wo- 
men in good Health have, with- 
out being delivered, died ſudden- 
ly, in the midſt of an acute La- 
bour-Pain. i 

And 
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And this Caſe I take to be often 
truly apoplectic, and proceeding 
from an Extravafation of Blood in 
the ſmall capillary Veſſels of the 
Brain, cauſed by very violent Con- 
tractions of the Heart and Arte- 
ries, ariſing from the exceſſive Ef- 
forts and Strivings of the Woman, 
in order to the Expulſion of the 
Child; ſor in ſuch Caſes the Veſ- 
ſels contained in the Viſcera with- 
in the Abdomen and Baſon being 
for the moſt part greatly over- 
loaded with a thick fizy Blood, 
and their Cavities or Capacities 
all over the Abdomen and Baſon 
much leffened by the Weight and 
Preffure of the Fzzus, Waters, and 
Womb-cake, the Blood muſt of 
conſequence be driven with more 
Rapidity, and in far greater Quan- 
tity, 
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tity, into the Brain, than at any 
other Time; and in ſuch a Quan- 
tity as to cauſe a Rupture and Ex- 
travaſation, which muſt terminate 
in Death, unleſs prevented by time. 
ly and proper Evacuations, parti. 
cularly Bleeding. 

The ſecond Caſe is, where Wo- 
men have been ſafely and com. 
pletely delivered in every reſped, 
and no Flooding nor other viſible 
Accident has befallen them, not 
even one bad Symptom appeared; 
yet they have ſuddenly fallen into 
ſuch an Anime Deliquium or Sink- 
ing of the Spirits, that they have 
gone off in a fainting Fit, if ſome 
{kiltul Perſon has not been preſent, 
or near at hand, in order to give 
ſuch Advice and Directions as are 
neceſſary upon ſuch an emergent 


Occaſion. "The 
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This Accident, doubtleſs, muſt 


proceed from a Cauſe exactly the 


Reverſe to the former; from a 
great and ſudden Flow of the 


Blood into the inferior Blood-veſ- 


ſels, whoſe Diameters or Capact- 
tics are immediately and greatly 
enlarged upon the Removal of the 


Infant, Waters, and Aſfter-bur- 


den, by which they were before 
compreſs d: And upon this great 
and fudden Flow of Blood down- 
wards, the Brain, from whence 
proceed the animal Spirits, is de- 


prived of its uſual Supply; and 


eren the Heart itſelf is not ſup- 


plied, at this uncture, with a fut- 
ficient Quantity of Blood and Spi- 
rits to carry on the Circulation, 
without which Death muſt ſpee- 
dily enſue.

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To prevent this-fatal Accident, 
the beſt Method J can direct, is, to 
lay the Body in an horizontal Po- 
ſture, and immediately to com- 
preſs the whole Abdomen, by the 
Application of a very ſtrict Ban- 
dage, over a thick Compreſs made 
of {oft Napkins, a Table- cloth, or 
the like : And while this is doing, 
the Temples and Noſtrils may be 
rubbed with Hartſhorn, Sal vo- 
latile, or ſome ſort of fetid Drops. 
All ſpiritous Cordials ſhould be 
carefully avoided; for theſe only 
ſerve to ſet the Blood the more 
afloat ; but about a Tea Spoon- 
ful of Tincture of Caſtor, or other 
fetid Drops, may be given, well 

diluted. 
She ſhould be laid eaſy, kept 
very quiet, and the moſt profound

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Silence injoin d to the Nurſe, and

Y OW muſt always be upon 

your Guard, when Feet or 
Hands preſent, to diſcover, by the 
Means which I have before men- 
tioned, whether they belong to 
one, or two Children. And when 
you have diſcover'd two Feet that 
belong to two ſeparate Children, 
you mult caſt off the one, and 
tind the Fellow to the other, by 
the Rules already often mention d;

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and alſo deliver according to the 
before- mentioned Rules of Deli- 
very. 

If the Hands of two different 
Children preſent you muſt caſt 


them both off, and ſeek the Feet 


of one Child firſt, and deliver; 


and ſo of the other, in its turn, 
according to the Rules already 
given; always, in caſe of Twins, 
or Triplets, &c. reſerving the At- 
ter-burdens till the laſt ; otherwiſe 
you will have a Flooding : Beſides, 
the Womb-cakes uſually grow to- 
gether, as I have ſaid. 


Mote, In all theſe foregoing 
Cafes (except Floodings), though 
you ſhould not be dilatory, yet 
you muſt never be over-haſty ; but 
if the Mouth of the Womb be not 

ſuthciently 
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ſufficiently open'd, always wait a 
reaſonable Time for the opening 
of it. In the mean while be dili- 
gent in your Application of good. 
ſoftening Ointments, to aſſiſt its 
Relaxation; but apply them in 
the moſt gentle manner, 

But when Floodings, Convul- 
ſions, or other deadly Symptoms. 
come on, there is no Time to be 
loſt: And, indeed, in theſe dan- 
gerous Caſes you will generally - 
find the Parts ſufficiently relaxed ; 
which is a very great Benefit in

- ſtance, which has befallen 
ſome few unfortunate married 
Women: And tho' it is very rare 
that ſuch Inſtances have been 
known; yet as ſome ſuch Women 
have bred Children, and without 
Doubt it may be the Misfortune 
of others; it is therefore proper 
that you ſhould be appriſed of the 
Caſe.

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When this unfortunate Ill For- 
mation of the Baſon happens, there 
is no ſaving the Child, but by 
opening the Mother's Body; 
which, I think, is too cruel an Ope- 
ration for Chriſtian Practice (un- 
leſs there is no Poſſibility of ex- 
tracting the Child by any other 
Means, while the Woman remains 
alive; or it be done when ſhe is 
juſt expired). Therefore if it ſhould 
ever occur to you in your Practice, 
you can only ſend for ſome very 
able Man Practitioner, to uſe his 
Endeavours to ſave the Mother, 
by the Deſtruction of the Child. 
It has been imagined by ſome, 
that the Share- bone opens, at the 
time of a Woman's Labour, at 
the Joint, or rather the griſtly 


Seam which is in the fore and 
middle 
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middle Part of it, in order to 
make Room for the Egreſs of the 
Child: But this Opinion is wrong, 
and grounded upon a Miſtake; 
this Bone having been found looſe 
or open at the ſaid Joint, in ſome 
Women who have died in Labour, 
or Childbed: But when it has been 
ſo found, it muſt have been torn - 
aſunder by great Violence; which 
Violence mult be ſufficient to cauſe 
the Death of moſt Women, from 
the Pain, Inflammation, Swelling, 
&c. from thence proceeding, not- 


withſtanding ſome few, of extra- 
ordinary Conſtitutions, may have 


recovered after ſuch a terrible 
Misfortune.

HEN a Woman is de- 
liver'd, and put to Bed, 
gire her 30 or 40 Grains of that 
good and uſeful old Medicine 
Sperma Ceti, mix'd with ſome

after a little Repoſe in her Bed, 
refreſh her with a ſmall Diſh of 
cood Broth of Mutton, Chick, or 
the like; with a Spoonful or two 
of Seville Orange Juice in it.
